TRENDS 


Morgan  and  Peace  Silver  Dollars  are  the  most 
active  series  on  today’s  numismatic  market.  Not 
surprisingly,  the  emphasis  is  on  high  quality  (MS  65 
or  better)  and/or  prooflike  pieces. 

Data  from  recent  auctions  and  reports  from 
convention  bourse  floors  reflect  the  upward  price 
pressure  on  select  specimens.  For  instance,  an 
1893-0  sold  for  over  $50,000  recently,  and  an 
1 897 -S  brought  $3,000  in  our  A.N.A.  sale  in 
August,  both  record  prices  for  the  respective  dates. 
Other  dates  possessing  sufficient  quality  and  eye 
appeal  have  performed  similarly. 

The  popularity  surge  of  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollars  is  due  primarily  to  increased  demand  from 
confirmed  collectors  and  investors.  The  effects  of  the 
government’s  Carson  City  Dollar  sale  held  earlier  this 
year  have  yet  to  be  felt  by  the  market.  Although  not 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  1972-73  sales,  the  1980 
version  will  inevitably  lead  to  an  addition  of  several 
thousand  names  to  the  dollar  collector  rolls.  The 
demand  created  by  the  new  enthusiasts  may  prolong 
upward  price  trends. 

It  is  interesting,  and  reassuring,  to  note  the 
miniscule  percentage  of  the  government  Carson  City 
Dollars  that  are  sold  by  the  new  owners.  Although 
approximately  two  million  coins  have  been  sold  since 
the  sales  began,  it  is  highly  unusual  to  find  a 


significant  quantity  of  them  in  any  dealer’s  inventory. 
Not  only  are  collectors  loathe  to  part  with  their 
numismatic  property,  but  they  also  are  often  eager  to 
add  to  their  holdings. 

Three  major  events  during  the  last  twenty  years 
generally  have  had  the  same  influence  on  the  silver 
dollar  market  --  the  U.S.  Treasury  housecleaning  of 
dollar  bags  in  1 963-64,  the  Carson  City  Dollars 
sales  beginning  in  1 972,  and  the  appearance  of  the 
Redfield  Hoard  in  1976.  In  each  case,  the  sudden 
availability  of  large  quantities  of  dollars  forced  prices 
down  for  a  brief  period  of  time,  but  their  values 
quickly  recovered  and,  for  most  issues,  surpassed 
their  previous  levels.  The  effect  on  dates  not 
included  in  the  hoards  was  very  strong  upward 
pressure,  a  result  of  the  new  interest  created  by  the 
sale  and  the  attendant  publicity  and  promotion  of  the 
dates  included. 

The  rare  coin  market  is  still  in  its  infancy  -- 
investment  in  coins  did  not  become  a  widespread 
notion  until  the  mid-1950’s,  and  its  record  of  growth 
since  then  has  been  phenomenal.  Recognizing  trends 
such  as  those  discussed  above  is  just  now  becoming 
possible.  In  this  column  each  month  we  hope  to 
explore  with  you  the  many  factors  which  influence 
the  market,  and  hopefully  offer  some  insight  to  its 
future.

Design  Competitions: 

A  Source  of  Prize- Winning  Coins

Care  to  collect  a  Kissinger-Nixon  quarter? 

How  about  a  hula  half  dollar? 

No  such  coins  exist,  of  course,  but  both  were 
among  the  proposals  when  Uncle  Sam  sought  ideas 
in  1 973  for  the  three  Bicentennial  coins.  These  were 
among  nearly  900  entries  submitted  in  an  open 
competition. 

Happily  for  the  Republic,  the  five  judges 
found  other  entries  more  to  their  liking.  The  three 
winning  designs  may  not  have  been  great  art  -  A 
Drummer  Boy,  Independence  Hall,  and  a  super- 
imposition  of  the  Liberty  Bell  on  the  moon  --  but  the 
coins  that  resulted  reflected  no  discredit  to  the  nation. 
And  the  contest  stirred  new  and  healthy  interest  in  a 
means  to  make  U.S.  coinage  more  appealing. 

Throughout  history,  the  U.S.  mint  has 
employed  design  competitions  several  times  to  help 
update  our  coins,  and  they  have  yielded  impressive 
results.  The  Mercury  dime,  Standing  Liberty  quarter 
and  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  -  regarded  as 
among  the  nation’s  most  appealing  coins  --  resulted 
from  a  single  competition.  The  Peace  dollar, 
Washington  quarter  and  Jefferson  nickel  also  were 
products  of  contests. 

Hie  federal  government  first  called  upon 
independent  artists  to  help  redesign  U.S.  coins  in 
1 833.  A  number  of  designs  were  submitted,  but  all 
were  ruled  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  1891,  with  replacements  being  sought  for 
the  Liberty  Seated  coins,  Treasury  officials  decided 
to  conduct  another  contest,  and  some  of  the  country’s 
most  highly  respected  artists  were  invited  to 
participate.  After  conferring  among  themselves,  the 
artists  insisted  that  certain  preconditions  be  met, 
including  a  pledge  of  payment  to  each  participant. 
Hie  I  reasury  balked  at  meeting  these  demands  and 


opted  for  an  open  competition  with  no  advance 
assurances  of  payment.  Lacking  such  a  guarantee, 
first-rate  artists  felt  little  incentive  to  compete.  While 
the  government  did  get  300  entries,  it  deemed  only 
two  of  them  good  enough  to  merit  even  honorable 
mention. 

Because  the  contest  produced  no  acceptable 
results,  the  “winner”  of  competition  was  Charles  E. 
Barber,  the  Mint’s  chief  sculptor-engraver.  Thus 
were  bom  the  Liberty  Head  dime,  quarter  and  half, 
better  known  to  hobbyists  as  the  “Barbers”. 

Ironically,  the  Barber  designs  were  replaced  a 
quarter-century  later,  when  the  first  successful  coin 
competition  took  place.  In  1913,  Treasury  officials 
decided  to  seek  replacements  for  the  Barber  coins  by 
a  somewhat  different  route:  through  a  limited 
competition,  the  same  kind  of  contest  that  was 
planned  but  never  got  off  the  ground  in  1891. 

Three  distinguished  New  York  sculptors 
--Albin  Polasek,  Hermon  A.MacNeil  and  Adolph 
A.  Weinman  -  were  commissioned  to  submit 
designs.  Each  was  to  receive  a  minimum  of  $300, 
with  $2,000  to  be  paid  for  each  winning  entry. 

Weinman’s  Winged  Liberty  and  Walking 
Liberty  designs  were  chosen  for  the  dime  and  half 
dollar,  respectively,  while  MacNeil’s  Standing 
Liberty  was  selected  for  the  quarter.  Those  coins, 
introduced  in  1916,  made  numismatic  headlines  and 
history. 

A  similar  competition  was  used  to  obtain  the 
next  new  U.S.  coin:  the  Peace  dollar  of  1921.  The 
Commission  of  Fine  Arts,  acting  on  instructions  from 
the  Mint,  invited  eight  top  sculptors  to  compete.  Hie 
commission  stipulated  that  the  design  should 
commemorate  the  restoration  of  peace  following  the 
end  of  World  War  I.  The  winner  was  a  relative 


newcomer:  A  young  New  York  sculptor  named 
Anthony  de  Francisci  whose  wife,  Teresa,  served  as 
his  model  for  the  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty  on  the 
coin.  De  Francisci  received  $1 ,500,  and  the  unsuc¬ 
cessful  entrants  got  $  1 00  apiece. 

In  1 93 1 ,  the  Treasury  scheduled  a  design 
competition  for  a  coin  to  commemorate  the  200th 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  George  Washington.  This 
time,  however,  anyone  could  compete,  and  98 
persons  did. 

The  judges  chose  an  entry  by  Laura  Gar  din 
Fraser,  wife  of  James  Fraser  and  a  noted  artist  in  her 
own  right.  Hie  vote  that  really  counted  belonged  to 
Treasury  Secretary  Andrew  Mellon,  and  he 
preferred  a  design  by  John  Flanagan.  Overruling  the 
judges  objections,  the  Treasury  named  Flanagan  the 
winner.  For  his  design,  that  has  been  in  use  from 
1932  to  present,  the  artist  received  a  $1 ,500  award. 

The  last  U.S.  coin  design  chosen  in  such  a 
contest  prior  to  the  Bicentennial  era  was  that  of  the 
Jefferson  nickel.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Washington 
quarter,  this  was  an  open  competition.  Again,  the 
theme  was  pre-selected:  A  tribute  to  Thomas 
Jefferson.  After  wading  through  nearly  400  designs, 
the  judges  chose  an  entry  by  Felix  Schlag.  This  time 
the  Treasury  concurred,  and  Schlag  was  awarded  the 
$  1 ,000  prize. 


With  the  advent  of  the  Jefferson  nickel,  all  but 
one  of  the  then-current  coins  had  resulted  from  design 
competitions.  The  one  exception,  the  Lincoln  cent, 
also  was  the  work  of  an  outside  artist.  Thereafter,  the 
pendulum  swung  the  other  way.  The  four  coins 
introduced  between  1938  and  1975  --  the 
Roosevelt  dime,  Franklin  and  Kennedy  half  dollars 
and  Eisenhower  dollar  --  all  were  designed  by  the 
Mint’s  staff  sculptors.  So,  too,  was  the  cent’s  new 
Lincoln  Memorial  reverse. 

The  Bicentennial  contest  stemmed  this  tide  a 
bit,  if  only  temporarily.  It  also  brought  modest 
amounts  of  fame  and  fortune  to  the  three  winners. 
Cash  awards  of  $5,000  each  went  to  Jack  L.  Ahr 
for  his  depiction  of  a  drummer  boy  used  on  the 
reverse  side  of  the  quarter;  to  Seth  Huntington, 
whose  portrait  of  Independence  Hall  was  used  on  the 
half  dollar,  and  to  Dennis  R.  Williams,  a  young  art 
student  whose  Liberty  Bell-moon  design  was  chosen 
for  the  dollar. 

Above  all  the  contest  reminded  us  of  the  rich 
coinage  legacy  these  design  competitions  have 
produced.  In  this  respect,  all  who  admire  fine  coinage 
art  have  been  winners.

The  Short-Lived  Charlotte  Mint 
by  Craig  Hokenson 

The  only  thing  certain  about  luck,  the 
saying  goes,  is  that  it’s  bound  to  change. 
Prospectors  who  first  tapped  the  rich  gold  ore 
veins  of  the  southern  Appalachian  Mountains 
were  living  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the 
adage. 

During  the  early  1800’s,  miners  in  the 
Appalachian  region  of  North  Carolina 
produced  twice  as  much  gold  as  any  other 
region  in  the  country.  However,  as  luck 
would  have  it,  they  faced  a  major  logistical 
problem:  The  closest  smelting  facility  was  in 
Philadelphia,  more  than  600  miles  away. 

Transporting  gold  more  than  600  miles 
in  those  days  caused  considerable  problems. 
Rail  transportation  was  unavailable  and  travel 
by  stage  was  relatively  expensive  -  5c  to  1 0c 
per  mile  -  and  time-consuming.  The  miner 
could  take  his  gold  to  Philadelphia  by 
horseback,  but  only  at  great  personal  risk. 

Plus,  while  he  was  away,  there  was  no  one 
to  mine  his  claim.  In  addition,  miners  often 
had  to  wait  months  for  their  money  from  the 
mint. 

There  was  one  alternative:  Sell  your 
gold  to  local  banks  or  merchants,  but  at  a 
discount  as  high  as  six  percent.  Few  hard 
working  miners  were  willing  to  part  with  their 
precious  metal  under  those  terms. 

A  nationwide  and  worldwide  shortage 
of  gold  prior  to  1 830  aggravated  the  mining 
situation  in  North  Carolina.  In  addition,  the 
region’s  great  demand  for  imports  caused  a 
constant  drain  of  gold  coins  from  the  area.  As 


mining  activity  increased  in  the  region,  so  did 
the  demand  for  an  assay  office  or  a  branch 
mint. 

In  1835,  the  23rd  Congress  approved 
legislation  creating  a  branch  mint  in  Charlotte, 
N.C.,  and  President  Andrew  Jackson  signed 
the  bill  into  law.  The  Charlotte  Branch  Mint 
opened  in  1837,  and  Samuel  P.  Moore, 
director  of  the  U.S.  Mint,  ordered  the  first 
coins  struck  in  1838. 

The  Charlotte  Mint  struck  only  gold 
coins  -dollars  (100,000),  %2Vi  gold  pieces 
or  quarter  eagles  (200,000),  and  $5  gold 
pieces  or  half  eagles  (878,000).  The  quality 
of  the  coins  struck  by  the  mint  generally  was 
very  poor  due  mainly  to  inferior  equipment. 
Planchets  were  poor  and  the  dies  usually  had 
several  defects.  In  addition,  the  mint  did  not 
change  the  dies  until  they  were  well  worn. 
Also,  striking  pressure  often  was  inadequate. 

Consequently,  grading  of  coins  from  the 
Charlotte  Mint  is  very  difficult,  and  such 
characteristics  as  quality  of  the  surfaces  and 
luster  are  important  considerations.  Well-struck 
specimens  command  a  premium. 


The  1851  -C  one  dollar  gold  piece, 
pictured  here,  probably  is  as  well  struck  a 
specimen  from  the  Charlotte  Mint  as  a 
collector  could  hope  to  find.  Notice  that  even 
the  letters  in  DOLLAR  are  problem-free. 


The  1853-C,  also  pictured  here,  suffers 
from  an  overall  weak  strike  and  poor 
planchet.  The  L’s  in  DOLLAR,  plus  parts 
of  the  digits  are  almost  imperceivable. 

As  “Lady  Luck”  often  dictates,  the 
miners’  fortunes  in  the  southern  Appalachian 
region  changed  once  again.  Their  gold  supply 
began  to  dry  up  in  the  1850’s.  That, 
combined  with  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War,  spelled  doom  for  the  mint.  The  mint 
operated  until  May  20,  1861 ,  the  day  that 
North  Carolina  joined  the  Confederacy. 

After  the  Civil  War,  from  1867  to 
1913,  the  mint  building  served  as  a  U.S. 
Assay  Office.  Hie  building  was  tom  down 


in  the  early  1930’s  to  enable  the  adjacent 
U.S.  Post  Office  to  add  a  wing. 

The  mint  building  was  reconstructed  on 
donated  land  and  was  formally  opened  as  the 
Mint  Museum  of  Art  on  October  22,  1936. 
It  currently  displays  a  fine  exhibit  of  Charlotte 
Branch  Mint  coins,  assaying,  melting  and 
refining  equipment,  and  documents.  For 
current  brochures  and  further  information 
regarding  the  mint,  send  your  request  to  Ivy 
Numismatic  Monthly.

THE  FORUM 


Q:  In  grading  uncirculated  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  the  considerations  are  mint 

luster ,  blemishes  and  strike.  Which  consideration  is  the  most  important?  DAS,  Fayetteville,  NC 

A:  First  of  all,  strike  does  not  affect  a  Silver  Dollar’s  numerical  grade.  Any  deficiency  in  strike 
should  be  noted  with  the  coin’s  grade.  Toning  is  another  quality  that  may  affect  a  Dollar’s 
value,  but  not  its  grade.  As  far  as  mint  luster  vs.  bagmarks  or  blemishes,  it  is  somewhat  of 
a  tossup  -  if  a  dollar  has  insufficient  luster  to  quality  for,  say,  an  MS  65  grade,  even  a 
nearly  total  lack  of  marks  will  not  allow  an  MS  65  classification.  Conversely,  a  heavily 
bagmarked  coin  may  not  be  called  MS  65  regardless  of  the  amount  of  luster  it  may  exhibit. 
As  most  mint  state  Silver  Dollars  possess  their  original  quotes  of  mint  luster,  bagmarks 
usually  are  the  most  important  factor  in  grading. 

Q:  What  causes  “Metal  Flow”?  WFL,  Columbus,  OH 

A:  “Metal  Flow”  refers  to  the  phenomenon  of  the  metal  of  a  coin  planchet  being  forced, 
under  tremendous  pressure,  to  conform  to  the  shape  of  a  die  impressed  upon  it.  When  a 
die  strikes  a  planchet,  the  pressure  creates,  for  an  instant,  a  temperature  adequate  to  soften 
the  metal  so  that  it  may  flow  into  the  crevices  of  the  die.  “Row  lines”  or  simply  “metal 
flow”  are  sometimes  used  in  coin  descriptions  to  describe  the  visible  evidence  left  when  the 
metal  does  not  harden  smoothly,  but  leaves  a  rippling  effect  upon  the  coin  surface. 

Q:  Why  do  early  copper  coins  often  have  such  poor  planchets?  MKH,  Dallas,  TX 

A:  As  metallic  currency  of  any  kind  was  scarce  in  the  colonies  and  early  Republic,  the  mint 
was  forced  to  purchase  copper  in  whatever  form  it  was  brought  to  them.  Often  this  took 
the  form  of  nails,  barrel  bands  and  the  like.  Occasionally,  traces  of  these  objects  appear  in 
the  finished  coined  product.  The  mint  was  still  in  a  learning  phase  and  often  the  product 
was  a  bit  crude. 

Q.  Are  prooflike  dollars  better  to  buy  than  non-prooflike  dollars?  AEM,  San  Diego,  CA 

A.  It’s  a  matter  of  personal  preference.  Some  people  collect  only  prooflike  dollars  and  some 
people  prefer  non-prooflike  or  toned  dollars.  Prooflike  dollars  often  cost  more  than  non- 
prooflikes  because  they  are  difficult  to  locate  and  are  the  object  of  great  demand.  The  best 
advice  we  can  give  is  to  buy  high  quality  coins.  If  you  like  prooflike  dollars,  buy  them.  If 
you  don’t  -  don’t.
